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MILK 


Production,  Disposition^  aaid  Income,  I96O-61  l/ 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  totaled  12^,h^6  million  pounds  in 
1961.    This  is  2  percent  more  than  the  revised  I960  production  of  122,803 
million  pounds  and  slightly  above  the  previous  record  high  set  in  195^.  The 
2-percent  increase  in  I961  followed  a  1-percent  gain  from  1959  "to  I960. 
Prior  to  i960,  milk  production  had  declined  for  3  years  from  the  peak  in  1956. 

The  increase  in  milk  production  in  I961  resulted  from  continued  uptrend 
in  output  per  cow,  which  advanced  3  percent  from  I96O  to  a  record  high  of 
7,211  pounds.    New  record  highs  in  milk  per  cow  have  been  set  each  year  since 
19^^,  TrTith  an  average  gain  of  about  3  percent  per  year  during  the  17-year  period. 

The  annual  average  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  declined  1  percent  to 
17^398^000  in  1961,  a  record  low  in  the  series  of  estimates  beginning  in  192^. 
Milk  cow  numbers  have  been  declining  since  19^^^  except  for  a  brief  upturn  in 
1953'    After  dropping  k  or  3  percent  annually  between  1956  and  1959 >  "the  rate 
of  decline  in  cow  numbers  has  slowed  down  in  the  last  2  years.    From  1959  "to 
i960,  the  decline  was  2  percent  and  from  i960  to  I961,  only  1  percent. 

Whole  milk  to  plants  up  k  percent  in  I961 

In  1961,  producers  sold  108,158  million  pounds  of  whole  milk  to  plants 
and  dealers,  h  percent  more  than  in  I960.    l-Jhole  milk  sold  to  plants  accounted 
for  86  percent  of  all  milk  produced  in  I961,  compared  \T±th  Qk  percent  in  I960. 
The  increase  in  whole  milli  sold  is  accentuated  by  declining  use  of  milk  on 
farms  vrhere  produced,  and,  in  some  areas,  by  producers  shifting  from  sale  of 
farm- separated  cream  to  sale  of  whole  milk. 

Milk  separated  on  farms  and  sold  as  cream  to  plojits  totaled  6,92U  million 
pounds  in  1961  —  do^m  13  percent  from  1960.    Most  of  this  decline  occurred 
in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  which  accounted  for  81  percent  of  the 
farm- separated  cream  sold  in  the  United  States  in  I961.    Only  6  percent  of  the 
milk  produced  in  the  Nation  in  I961  was  separated  for  sale  as  cream,  compared 
with  16  percent  10  years  earlier. 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  producers  directly  to  consumers  in  I961  are 
estiiaated  at  1,9^0  million  pounds,  h  percent  less  than  in  i960.    Direct  re- 
tail marketing  by  producers  accounted  for  less  than  2  percent  of  all  milk 
produced  in  I961.

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Milk  used  on  farms  continues  rapid  decline 


i4ilk  used  on  farms  where  it  was  produced  is  estimated  at  8,^3^  million 
pounds  for  I961.    This  is  a  decline  of  8  percent  from  total  farm  use  in  i960 
continuing  the  sharp  do^vntrend  of  recent  years.    About  7  percent  of  all  milk 
produced  was  used  on  farms  in  I961  compared  with  16  percent  10  years  earlier. 
Milk  used  on  farms  in  I961  consisted  of  2; ^66  million  pounds  fed  to  calves^ 
^,6%  million  pounds  consumed  as  fluid  milk  and  cream  in  farm  households  and 
1,112  million  pounds  used  for  farm-churned  butter.    Butter  churned  on  farms 
is  estimated  at  52  million  pounds  for  I96I  —  down  I7  percent  from  i960. 

Cash  receipts  k  percent  above  I960 

Producers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in  I961  are 
estimated  at  ^,911  million  dollars,  k  percent  more  than  in  I96O,    This  total 
includes  receipts  from  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  producers  directly  to 
consumers  as  well  as  sales  of  whole  milk  and  cream  to  plants. 

Cash  receipts  from  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  in  I961  totaled  k,^60  million 
dollars,,  5  percent  more  than  in  I960.    The  average  price  per  hundredweight  for 
all  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  was  $4.22  in  I961,  up  1  cent  from  the 
preceding  year. 

Producers'  receipts  from  farm- separated  creatn  sold  to  plants  declined  12 
percent  to  155  million  dollars  in  I961,  about  the  same  change  as  in  quantity 
of  cream  sold.    The  average  price  received  for  milkfat  sold  in  cream  was  60.8 
cents  in  I96I,  compared  with  6O.5  cents  in  I960, 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  directly  to  consumers  returned  196  million 
dollars  to  producers,  h  percent  less  than  in  I96O.    The  average  price  received 
by  producers  for  milk  retailed  was  unchanged  from  I960  at  21,7  cents. 

Gross  farm  income  from  dairy  products  is  estimated  at  5A77  million 
dollars  in  I96I;  up  3  percent  from  the  preceding  year.    Gross  farm  income 
includes  the  value  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  consumed  in  farm  households  and 
cream  used  for  farra-churned  butter  in  addition  to  cash  receipts  from  marketings 
of  milk  and  cream.    Total  farm  value  of  milk  produced,  including  the  value  of 
milk  fed  to  calves,  was  5^277  million  dollars  in  I96I,  up  3  percent  from  i960. 

One-half  of  I961  milk  used  in  factory  products 

The  whole  milk  equivalent  of  all  manufactured  dairy  products  made  in  I961 
is  estimated  at  63,232  million  pounds,  6  percent  more  than  in  i960  and  a  record 
high  in  the  series  of  estimates  beginning  in  192^.    Factory  products  accounted 
for  50  percent  of  all  milk  produced  in  I961,  compared  with  kQ  percent  in  I960. 
The  net  milk  equivalent  of  creamery  butter  produced  in  I96I  x^as  up  9  percent 
from  i960  and  accounted  for  25  percent  of  all  milk  produced.    Use  of  milk  for 
cheese  increased  11  percent  from  I960  and  represented  12  percent  of  I961  milk 
output.    Total  consumption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  products  by  the  nonfarm 
population  declined  about  1  percent  from  I96O  to  I961.    This  was  the  first  year 
since  19^^-8  that  total  nonfarm  fluid  consumption  has  failed  to  show  an  annual 
gain.    Slightly  more  than  ^+0  percent  of  all  milk  produced  in  1961  was  consumed 
in  fluid  form  by  the  nonfarm  population  and  6  percent  was  consumed  in 
farm  households. 
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
